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Kansas Reconsiders 

f° many years the state of Kansas has been the home | 
of wild and woolly legislation. Long before Saint! 
Andrew de Volstead wrote his immortal inhibition, Kansas 
had a prohibition, and the blind pig and the bootlegger flour- 
ished on that congenial soil before the rest of the country 


knew these blessings of virtue. Kansas also had an anti- 
cigarette law, which gave the bootlegger a double source of 
revenue. 

Not long ago, Kansas reconsidered the law against ciga- 
rettes, and the festive coffin nail is now a legal amusement 
in the state. 

When the Volstead act was passed by Congress it con- 
tained the obvious provisions for protecting the rights and 
interests of innocent holders of liens on motor vehicles seized 
in connection with violations of the law. In many states 
where the holiness of prohibition was considered as taking 
precedence over anything else, human or divine, state| 
enforcement laws did not provide the same safeguards. Pro- 
hibition in these commonwealths was a burning crusade, and 
nothing as impalpable as equity must be allowed to stand 
in its way. 

In such states the innocent holder of a lien on a motor 
vehicle seized for violation of the liquor Jaw was quite likely 
to lose his whole investment. Frenzied judges have even! 
demanded that automobile dealers must investigate the busi- ! 
ness activities of prospective customers and make sure that 
they were not engaged in infraction of the liquor laws. 

However, time has a way of cooling even the most fanat- 
ical zeal for paternalistic legislation. Sooner or later the |

not inciude such items as depre- 
ciation, building and maintaining 
private garages, storage in public 
garages and parking lots, fnes for 
traffic violations, wages of bus and 
truck drivers and- private drivers. 


The items estimated by the 
State Highway Department are 
as follows: New machines, $97,- 
000,000; accessories, financing, 
etc., $8,000,000; gasoline, includ- 
ing tax, $60,000,000; oils and 
grease, $10,000,000; replacement 
tires, parts, labor and insurance, 
$76,250,000; license tax, $9,900,- 
000. 

The estimate on new cars: is 
based on the secretary of state’s 
registration figures of 635,503 for 
1926. About 66,000 cars have been 
junked or removed from the state, 
so there are 113,500 new registra- 
ti ns. Some of these cars are used 
cars brought in from other states, 
but it is estimated that 90 per cent, 
are new and the price delivered is 
put at $950,000. 

Taxation has kept pace with in- 
creasing motor vehicle registra- 
tion in this state. There were 332,- 
652 such vehicles registered -in 
1921 as compared to 635,503 ‘in

British Motor 
Industry Reveals 
Healthy Condition 


London, Feb. 14.—British aute- 
mobile exports during December 
were $4,695,000, which is $503,000 
less than in November, but exceeds 
December, 1925, by $69,000. Com- 
paring exports of 1925 and 1926, 
last year showed a drop of $1,508,- 
000, which is not surprising in view 
of the difficult economic condition 
of Great Britain during the greater 
jpart of the year. Against this 
}drop of exports, motor car imports 
jinto the kingdom fell off $23,- 
|765,000—or a bettering of the trade 
| balance in 1926 amounting to $22,- 
| 260, 000, compared with 19265. 

British car exports, however, ex- 
ceeded imports not only in Decem- 
ber but during the whote year. The 
balance of vehicle trade favorable 
to Great Britain was $3,320,000 in 
December and $16,518,000 for the 
year, which is considered highly 
satisfactory by the trade. 

In_ the tire business the year’s 
exports exceeded imports by $1,- 
733,000, despite the fact that the 
value of 1926 imports was $4,288,- 








000 greater than during the pre- 
vious year. . 

One of the most important 
phases of the business is the gaso- 
line situation. Compared with 
| 1925, imports increased 185,209,719 
|gallons, and exports of British 
lmade gasoline fell off 11,333,755 


| gallons. A striking feature is also 
| the decrease by 30,000,000 gallons 
in the re-export of imrporten fuel.
